The ten years' cxi&tenoo of a treaty 
ofreciprooal trade between tho United 
Statca and the British Noilh American 
Provinoos not only conferrod vast 
benefit upon tho Amerioan oitizons 
engaged in productive and commer- 
cial pursuits along tho Northern 
border of their country, but oausod an 
era of prosperity to dawn upon the 
Provinoes to which they had previous* 
ly been strangers. Before tho treaty 
came into force the condition of the 
Provincial producer was almost iden- 
tical with that of the British Colum* 
bian producer of to-day. Possessing 
tich agricultural resourcos < inexbausU 
able forests of the finest timber, vast 
coal beds, and the best fishorios lu the 
world, tho Provinces woro forced, lor 
want ol a proper commercial under- 
standing with their neighbors, to suffer 
most of thoir national advantages to 
remain unimproved. Their larma 
were low and small ; their forests of 
timber comparatively undisturbed ; 
fish continued tet swim in their 
Waters, as they had always swam, in 
ignorant disrogard of tho arts and 
wiles of piscatorial advonturers; and 
in all tho groat tracts known as Nova 
Scotia and Now Brunswick but two 
ooal mines woro worked. After Re- 
oiprooity camo a change. Every in- 
terest quickenod with now-born 
life. The old farms wero enlarged 
and improved, and new tracts of arable 
land redeemed from tho forest; the 
hardy lumberman bewod his way 
through the tall pines of the Canadas, 
and eont their cloar lumber and groat 
spars to New York and New England 
for a market ; English and Amorioan 
capital opened and worked a dozan 
ooal Beams in tho maritime provinces; 
and the waters which rolled over the 
great fishing banks of Newfoundland 
and around her Bister Provinooa, were 
soon dotted with the craft of British 
and American " toilers of the soa '' 
engaged side by Bide in capturing 
and preparing for the markets of the 
world tho finny inhabitants of the 
deep. Before Reciprocity tho Pro- 
vincial farmer had no inducement, 
beyond that offered by the limited lo- 
oal consumption, to raise live stock ; 
the American Tariff prevonted him 
seoding them aoross the border; and 
if he alaugbterod a few head on his own 
soil, the wool, hides, tallow, hoofs and 
hornB frequently went to waste or 
wero sent abroad as a vonturo whioh 
too frequently proved unprofitable. 
Eeciprocity enabled him to dispose of 
his live stock to advantage to Amor- 
ioan buyers who annually visited tho 
Provinces and colleoted largo drovos 
for consumption in tho States, and 
those portions of the animals which 
beiore were either thrown aw&y or 
shipped as a venture to a distant mar- 
ket, met with expeditions sale at the 
manufacturing towns on the American 
sido of the St Lawrence and other 
points. Tho Provincial farmers soon 
leagued to compote successfully with 
the prodnoers of tho othor side, 
and having the wants of 25,000,000 
people to supply whore beiore thoy 
wero restricted to 2,800,000, agricul- 
tural land rose rapidiy in value. With- 
in twelve months after the consum- 
mation of the Treaty tho New York 
railroads carried to Boston and Now 
York and intermediate markets hnnjj 
dreda of tons of Canadian cereals, 
butter, choco, lard, oggs, fruit, flsh ; 
tar, turpontine, wool, etc, etc., and 
livo skook in largo quantities. Ships 
came io all tho New Eoglund ports 
from Maine to Connecticut laden with 
coal and other productions of Nova 
Sootia and New Brunswick, and fish 
from the Banks of Newfoundland 
and Princo Edward's Island; — tho 
exportation of the Provinces increased 
1000 per oent., and amid tho general 
prosperity the towns and cities of the 
Provinces grew apaco. During that 
decade tho population of tho Provinces 
roso to 4,000,000 ; with an inoroaso of 
export trado thoir tonnage quadrupled, 
and to-day thoro are only throe na* 
tiona that havo a greater numbor of 
Bhips afloat than Now Brunswick. If 
Eeciprocity horo would provo ruinous 
to our farming interest, why did it 
not rain that interest in Canada, in- 
stead of lOBtoring it 'i If Reciprocity 
means destruction to furmors, why 
docs not tho .Reciprocity which oxistB 
betweon Amorican States onablo Cali. 
fornia, with her largo surplus, to des- 
• 



roy Oregon and Washington Terri- 
tory 1 These are questions wo 
do not think can bo answered suoooss- 
fully by tho opponents to this groat 
sohemo which would be bottor for ns 
than Free Trade, better than Annexa- 
tion, better than isolation, bettor than 
any political change our politicians 
have yet droamod of; but whioh can 
only bo obtained through tho wide 
open door of the Now Dominion. 

Another port has boon opened to 
foreign trade in kho Chinese Empire. 
This port is Chifau, ou tho Gulf of 
Peohelo. It has boon opened, we 
suppose, in conformity with treaty 
stipulations ; but whether so or by tho 
voluntary aoticn of tho Chinese Gov- 
ernment the faot shows that China is 
advanoing in a liberal and friendly 
course towardB foreigners. China has 
taken steps from whiob Bho cannot 
racede if evon she would ; but wo do 
not think thore is any disposition to 
do so under the liboral government of 
the Rogent, Princo Kung. Tho 
Chineso thoms3lvos must eoo that thoir 
old exoluBue policy is no longer ton- 
ablo in this onlightonod and progres- 
sive ago. With liboral treatment they 
will beoomo moro liboral, and tho 
Unitod States, with thoir prohibitivo 
tariff, might learn a valuahlo lesson 
from the children of tho Flowery King- 
dom.

Mr. Jknn'b Lecture.— In giving, as wo 
promised, a mora detailed report of tho ablo 
end bigbly instructive lecture dolivered ju 
Thursday ni^ht on tho sabjoot of 'Light.,' of 
comae wo can do nothing more than offar an 
outline of (he ditkrcrjt hands under whinh the 
subject was treated. Tho introduotioo was 
devoted to tho origin of Li^ht, and its pro- 
duction by chemical change, based oq the 
foundation of tho theory, now generally ac- 
cepted in tho Bchtitific world, that light is 
produced by undulations through the ethoral 
medium pervading tho whole planetary sys- 
tem, which theory was amply illustrated by 
tracing tho analogy existing betwoon Light 
and Sound. The experiments of the. lecturor 
for tho purpose of Bhowing this connection, 
as well as the origin of light through cbcm- 
ioal change, were very successful j and, ns he 
passed on, in his peculiarly oimplo but for- 
cible stylo of explauatiorj, from the tangible 
to the iutangible, from the subject of. abso- 
lute knowledge to th.it of physical theory, ho 
carried the attention of the audience thor- 
oughly with bins. Tho properties of Light 
were next investigated, , when it was shown 
that tho rays ol tho sun embraco light, heat 
and actenisrn ; that actenir power was neces- 
sary for all vegetable life, chiuily in the 
germination of seod, and the production of 
pictures through the camera; tho luminous 
rays being required for vision, and the enb. 
eequont development of plants ; tho calorific 
rays for heat and the maturity of fiuits. The 
laws of refraction and rtflection followed, 
and in their consideration was introduced 
the powers of tho_ telescope lor surveying the 
grandeur of tho heavoua ; nod tho microscope 
for the examination ol the minutia of nature; 
both being based upon tho construction and 
in imitation of the ;haniun eye. The de- 
scription of the human eye, which ie justly 
regarded as one of the must wonderful of 
natural mechanir-ms, in connexion with the 
capacity and principles of vision, was an 
intellectual treat, and io our opinion, the 
most instructive portion of the lecture. Po- 
larization of light, with nn eloquent and 
metaphysical description of the dependence 
of animal aud vegetable life upon the power 
of tbo sun on the earth, formed the conclu- 
ding consideration. Il is but littlo to say 
that Mr Jenna fully sustained bis reputation 
on this occasion. Certainly it is a source 
of congratulation that he has come to reside 
among ua— for. in tho lecture room, us io the 
pulpit, he will do great good. 

An Amcrrnn steamship company are 
going to start a line from the colonies to San 
Francisco an soon as the Pacific Railroad is 
completed. The project is said to contem- 
plate Melbourne ns the Australian terminus 
of the line, tho vessels lo touch at Sydney, 
Brisbano (the metropolis of Queensland) 
Auckland (the leading city of New Zealand) 
the Fijia and Honolulu. If an arrangement 
can bo made with tbe steamship line from 
Japan to Honolulu the latter company Bre to 
forward the mails, passengers and freight the 
remainder of tho way to San Francisco. No 
doubt the various colonies would be prepared 
to grant moderate subsidies to a line of such 
a oharactor, and it would probably absorb 
near'y all tho passonger traffic between Great 
Britain and Australia, if conducted on 
American principles. Tho P. and 0. Com- 
pany are in very bad odor with Austral'ans, 
who complain that as soon as they got to 
Point do Galle their comfort nnd interests are 
disregarded, the Indi» pwe&ogers getting the 
best cabins and all tho attention. The ships 
for the new line are said lo be already in 
course of construction. Thoy am to be pad» 
die steamers, on tbe American model. 

Tub 1 snobocracy ' of Sydney have been 
once more badly sold. ' Two or three months 
ago a foreign gentleman, announcing himself 
na tho CcuntVou Attorns, and blessed with 
a very distingue and aristocratic appearance, 
made his appearance in Sydney and verj 
aoon became the lion of the polite society 
of New South Wales. Fetes and bails were 
given in his honor and tho belles of Aujtra< 
and upportendom flung themselves languish- 
ing at Lis feet. Although, howover, his 
Europeou resources were something fubulous, 
he needed roady money, and, thanks to hia 
powers of address, ho found littlo difficulty 
in raisiDg aomo £5000 or XG00O At lust 
he bought a yucht called Hamlet's Ghost, and 
repeated tho samo game ut Brisbane, raising 
an additional £1200. By tbe urrivul of the 
last mail the diecovery was mado thai the 
distinguished foreigner was an impostor, that 
the real Couut Von Attems was dead, and 
that his double in Sydney had at one lime 
been his valet. 

From Nanaimo.— Tbo steamer Sir James 
DouglaB arrived Irom Nanaimo lata on Tues- 
day night. Sho brought down six passen- 
gers and about soven tons of produce freight 
from the way ports. She reports tho Atalu- 
lanta ready for sea, hut waiting for the 
American steamer Cyrus Wulker to tow her 
out, lo which strong objections wore ex- 
pressed. Tho Shootiog Star irom San Fran- 
cisco was in sight of Nanaimo when the 
Douglaa left. 

The Ubidoks,— It is tho intantion of the 
Government to put tho bridges on tho Es» 
quimalt road in thorough repair without 
delay. Both aro to bo newly floored, and 
tho work ia to be completed under coslraol 
by 10tb> December next. 



Lady Fbanklih, lately arrived from Asia 
ia alaying at Bugueres de Lnohon. A letter 
from that watering-place atates that, notwith- 
standing her eighty years, abe baa just made 
tho fatiguing ascent of Port de Venaaquea, 
uooompanied by Dr Pogofc, of the Thermal 
Hospital. From tho summit, so magnificent 
a view of tbe Maladotta and the mountains, 
of Aragon was obtained that ebe declared it. 
to bo superior to any she bad seen in any of 
her ascents, even among tho Himalayaa. 

The little Po»6jite Churoh of St John tho 
Evangelist, in Montreal, repels the action of 
tho Provinoial Synod, on Ritualism. They 
say that if altar lights are to bo abandoned, 
ao also should the black gown, and contend 
that floral decorations, altar cloths to ma'rk 
tho seasons, and stoles to correspond, havo 
helped to render attractive and solemn tbe 
sorvice of God, and doclare thoir intention 
to continue them.

Queen Isabella's Latest Residence in 
Spain-The Members of the Royal 
Family and llteir Appearance. 

[San Sebastian (September 25) correspondent of 
London News.] 

St Sebastian looked particularly gay as I 
entered it from tho ruiltray, Flnga are flying 
everywhere and several triumphal arches 
aro erected in honor both of the Qaeen'a 
residence hero and of the Emperor's viait 
laat week. It is a noble watering place; the 
bays and roo'Ka are magnificent; tho sea, of 
darkest blue, rolls in bugo waves, which 
bro:ik in clouds of whitest foam upon the 
yellow sand; in every respect, for suiround- 
ing scenery, coal air nnd charming walks— it 
is superior to Biarritz. I found the hotel, 
tho Parada Real, oxoellont in every respeot 
— qnito aa clean, comfortable and woll fur- 
nished as the hotels in tho neighboring 
French wateringplace. Ab I wag walking along 
tho beautilul promenudo which forma a cre9 
cent along the bay 1 perceived a large body 
ol sentries before a house of no gt6at proten- 
Bioiis, which formed (he corner of nn iiuom- 
pleated terrace. I soon dincovored that this 
was the present residenea of har moat Cntho- 
lic MajoHty Isabella II — a great change from 
tho vast E.iourml, or the magnificent palace 
which she occupies at Madrid. It is a mean, 
three storied house, with a row of windows in 
each story, and somewhat resembling a lodg- 
houso or second r&ta hotel. There is a court 
or garden in frout of it; tho road alone 
separates it from the sea. A uumbor of tuo 
royal servants, in thoir handsome liveries, 
were standing on the stops, and a crowd was 
gradually collecting in frout. Soon five 
carriages, four of which were each drawn by 
six magnificent mules, the other by two, and 
accompaniod by several out ridora, drove 
slowly up to tho door; ho 1 had little doubt 
that the royal lamily were going out for a 
drive this fins afternoon, aud that I should 
have a good opportunity ol seem;! then. Mean 
while several very shabby hack carriages 
drove up to the door, from which gentlemen 
in cooked hats and unexceptionable black 
coats and while oravata descended, and were 
U3hored into tho palace— if it may -o be 
called— to havo interviews with the sover- 
eign. Officers, too, were constantly passing 
to and fro. The royal flunkies, in long dark 
bluo coats, crimson facings and acarlot stock- 
ings, wbiled away the time, as all Spaniards 
do, smoking their cigarettes, almost in tho 
presonoo of loyalty. 

At last the drums began to beat and tho 
standard bearers raised thoir colors, tbo (out- 



man were all on tho alert, and the Prinoe of 
the Aaturias— a plain, sickly looking boy of 
eleven, though ho did no! look more than 
eight or nine— appeared on the slaps, ac- 
companied by bis tutor, I Buppoio, and en- 
tered one of tho carriages, He was shortly 
alter followed by three Infantas, rather plain 
looking children, of from nine fo four years 
of ago, simply dressed in whito, who, with 
two governesses, occupied tho next carriage. 
Two unattraciivo locking ladies, one of 
whom was by many mistaken for the Queen, 
next followed. Mouawhili quito a crowd 
had assembled of all olasbcs and nations — 
French, Euglish, German, Basque and 
Spanish; thoy were allowed to keep up quite 
olose to the carriages, the soldiers not inter- 
fering to push them book. Her most Catho- 
lic Majesty is notoriously unpunctual; Bhe 
kept her oarriage waiting at least an hour 
and a half, and till long after tho rest of tho 
royal party had driven away. At last she 
appeared accomppniea by her husbaDd and 
ber uncle, Don Sebastian. The drums beat 
of courae, and the soldiers presented arms, 
Tho foreign portion of tho crowd respectfully 
raised their hats, but r.ot a oheor was raised, 
or any mark of sympathy shown for her Maj- 
esty — indeed, a few hisses wore distinctly 
heard. 

Tho Queen ia a stout, portly looking 
woman of about forty. She has a pleasant, 
goodonatured faoo, and was conversing ufl'a,- 
bly with tboee around her; her countetianco 
and manner certuioly betruyod no anxiety aa 
to her own future or that ol her couutry 
Sho has a romarkably awkward, rolliHg walk 
Tbe. King, her huaband, who repoatedly bow- 
ad to the crowd, in a ..uiet, gentlemanly 
looking man, of not very iutallectual appear- 
aueo. However, he does not in hia ooutuou- 
anco betray thut imbecility of which he is 
accused. The Queen gavo more a aort of 
familiar nod to tno crowd than a bow. Don 
Sebaatian, her uncle, in whoso houso she ia 
staying, sat in the carriage apposite to their 
Mrijes ties. Hois a venerablo and particu- 
larly pleasant looking gentleman.

Editor British Colonist: — It must be

Editor Banian Colonist. — Il appears to 
be the design and wish of some personi in 
this community to reduce as soon as possible 
this Colony to the brink of ruin, that those 
persons muy have a holier opportunity of 
carrying out their hobby of responsible Gov- 
ernment by aooing thia Colony merged into 
thut of Canada. They Beora to say, perieh 
everything and everybody, provided our 
whim3 and fancies flourish liko weeds upon 
tho ruin. With this eud in view they up- 
hold tho appointment ol Mr Hankin, and 
desire a dozen bucq appointments to be 
made, With regard to Mr Hankin, tho 
main point against him ia his unflineaa for 
the office. PutBueh a man into the Govern- 
ment machine, and he will cause nothing but 
confusion hatred and malico, tho business 
of tho country will sutler in conacqaonce. I 
am glud to find that you, Mr Editor, have 
not only opposed tho appointment, but also 
tho system whiob pretends that by making 
matters worse and producing a rumpus, things 
would bo better and quiet ensue. That is 
to say, the Colony is to have an atlack ol 
Small Pox baeauso thon it will be free from 
thot disea-e for the futnre — but ought it to 
bo forgotten that tho disoaso may kill ? That 
tho Color.y may be destroyed or loft in ouoh a 
a condition that it may fall a victim to other 
diseases, or hobbies and svhimi that may be 
ugi'.ated nt tho timo '/ You have adopted, too, 
tbr, right practice of showing how tho 
Colony may be benefitted at tho present 
timo ; for depend upon it, p u cauiary prosper- 
ity ia of more importance juot now than po-> 
litical chunges. Assuredly tho country 
will be more able to demand a change of 
Government when in a state of prosperity, 
than when in a dcipondiog, degenerating und 
pauperized condition, which tho persons al- 
luded to boloro aro trying to bring the Col- 
ony to. 

You nppear to think that Reciprocity 
would be ol r^mefit. Now, sir, I lor one ara 
in fnv r of Reciprocity as a principle, but do 
not tbiuk that buoau»o a certain kind of 
treaty may Buit Canada, or England, or 
France, that therefore a eimilur treuly would 
be beneficial to British Columbia Wo have 
to study our owu interest, just aa other 
countries do thoirs. Doubtless il wculd be 
ndvantftgo'>U3 to this Colony to be able to 
import its nutural productions and raw 
muterial into the United Sta e<; bat vice 
vena, the caso might bo different — Ilecipro- 
city in fact being iu some things merely 
competition, and it is thia very competition 
that causes the greatest objection to RecN 
prooity, or at least Iho Canadian treaty. I 
do not think our farmers could compete with 
the Americaus in agricultural produce oveu 
in the home market; how tnuoh moio un iro- 
ly is it, thut thoy would bo able to compete 
with tho Americana in Meir home market. 
VVij know they could not and it is useless 
deceiving ourselves in tho matter — let it be 
acknowledged. Having then decided that 
point, ia Reciprocity to bo shelved ? N«, as- 
suredly not ; but let us Iry to get a treaty 
that does not include agricultural productions 
in ita stipulations ! Some people say tho 
Americans would not agree to it — surely it 
would be better to try be'ore making such 
an assertion I It would make a mighty 
small difference to tbe Uai'od States to bo 
allowed to import its agricultural produce in- 
to this Colony free, bat it would ruako an 
immeuse difference to ourselves. Tbe Ameri- 
cana then would not care about the stipula- 
tions, and would suffer it to slide. If the 
Colony could get a troaty with that omission 
tho nutural productions of the country would 
bo made subBervisnt to the building up of 
tbo agricultural iutcresta and eo benefit tbe 
Colony ia bo'b ways. There may bo some 
olhar artiolea in the CanaJian Treaty which 
this Colony would deairs 'o treat in a manner 
similar lo that of agricultural productions 
Others may draw attention to them, what I 
wiah chiefly to indicato being, that we must 
endeavor to get a treaty which will cause aa 
little iojury to existing interests as possible — 
Reciprocity ought to be for tho good of all, 
not evil to many, Tho Colony ought lo be 
thatiklul to its friouda in England, who have 
taken so warm an interest in endeavoring 
to get ibis Colony incluled in the Canadian 
Treaty. There can be little doubt, that did 
the Colony lot thoso friends k^ow the kind 
of treaty it required and desired, they 
would aso their efforta to get it consummated. 
There would bo perhaps less trouble to them 
if they made a special treaty, especially ap- 
plicable to this Colouy, than thore would bo 
did they attempt to put into the Canadian 
treaty special stipulations for this Colony. 



Reciprocity. 



Editor British Colonist: — It is rather a 
humiliating fact thut almost all tho moasnres 
which havo proved beneficial to the Colony 
havo been set in motion and carried out by 
our frionds in London, and now we hear that 
they are exerting the^aolvea to obtain for ua 
the benefits of a Reciprocity Treaty wiih the 
United Stutes— independently of and without 
Confederation. 

You have pointed out very clearly this 
morning the great and undoubted benefits 
whiob would accrue to every class ol the 
community by such a troaty — tho farmere 
included. Tho greatly enlarged markela 
wh'ch would thon be opened by the springing 
up of other towns like Nanaimo, and addi- 
tional logging mills aud camps like those at 
Burrard Inlet, would more than balance ten 
thousand fold the advantages now offered to 
agriculturiats by tho present high tariff. 

Under the prssentjayatem, even, wo shall 
always be dependent on Califoenia and 
Orogon foi flour, and to a great oxtont for 
grain— as it ia idle to talk of thia Colony 
with ita patchoH of f,ood land hero and there 
as an agricultural country. Tho Uni'ed 
Stutea would bo fully compen?ated by thia 
conceaBion in huving their flour, grain, oloth- 
ing, dry goods, hardware, &c., admitted free, 

Naturo has pointed out oar road to pros- 
perity ; and liiatory haa Bhewn that gold 
alono, unlc-eB backed up by fine agricultural 
land cr manufacturing capabilities, can uovor 
make a country. Auatrulia and California 
have both splendid resources, and would be 
groat countries without tho possession of an 
ounce of gold — and tho sjonor wo awake to 
iho fact that if wo go on depending on Cari- 
boo and tho diacovory of other gold fields, 
wc shall oomo to poverty, liko the Mexicans, 
the better. Let ua advance tho dovolopmont 
of coal, lumber and fish and wo have a surer 
and more lasting means ol woalth than if all 



he gold of all tho world were poured into 
oar lap. 

If we should be so fortunate as to obtain, 
without Confederation, Reciprocity (of in- 
finitely greater benefit toua thau Freo Trado 
we may expect lo oeo villages springing up 
on all the inlets of our const where good 
lumber is to be found, and a town on every 
coal Geld ; and in order to avoid tho danger 
ot navigation, wo should eooo hear tho 
whistle of the engine which will bring to 
Esquimau and Viotoria for exportation 
abroad and for manufactories at home, the 
products of the coal mines at Nanaimo and 
Comox,
